Monument Shows 
Spirit of Youth 








His right hand pocket bulges 
with boyish treasure which 
even a desert trail must yield 
to a tow-headed American lad. 
Whether it be a stone of mar- 
velous color picked up some- 
whece along the journey, or a 
horned toad or a lizari is not 
revealed by the sculptor’s art. 
But the entrance to that pocket 
has been distended to a notice- 
able gap by frequent insertions 
of a chubby first that is now 
clinging to the motherly skirt, 
and just below is a perceptible 
bulge. What the treasure may 
be is a secret not disclosed by 
a face which, even in its young 
roundness, has a certain firm- 
ness of chin adumbrating that 
sternness of purpose which must 
characterize the manhood to- 
ward which he is growing so 
swiftly that his galluses strain 
to reach those two rear but- 
tons. 

His eyes look forward, as do 
those of his pioneer mother, 
and eveen the babe on her arm 
turns from her bosom toward 
the trail ahead. There are fur- 
rows above the mother’s eyes, 
and the face, though comely, 
hints of pioneering cares and 
privations with just a sugges- 
tion of hollowness in her cheeks.
